IMPORTANT DISCOVERIES. 
The excavations now being made ut 
Rome, under the direction Of 
Prof. 
Boul, have been productive of 
many 
discoveries inter, sting to the pottery 
world. 
William F Curtis, the famous 
correspondent of the Chicago Record' 
Herald, w.’io has been watching the 
progress of the work, 
has 
recently 
published 
an 
interesting 
interview 
with Prof. 
Hon I, a part of which fol­ 
lows: 
‘‘But perhaps the most Important of 
recent discoveries, however, Is a pre 
historic1 nec ropolis, near 
the 
Sac red 
Way. 
The first tombs 
were 
found 
close to the foundations of the Temple 
of Antonins and Faustina, some 
12 
feet below the surface*, 
and 
others 
near the heroum of Romulus. Sonic1 of 
the bodies were inclosed 
in 
coffins 
chiseled out of logs of oak, others had 
been cremated, and the ashes 
had 
been deposited 
In 
cremation 
urns, 
showing two races and two religions, 
which ope ns up a ne w field of inquiry 
concerning the race and the leiigion 
of the people who dwelt upon Palatine 
Hill previous to the eighth century 
when It was occupied 
by 
Romulus. 
That period is shrouded In darkness, 
but these new discoveries may throw 
some light upon 
the 
earlier inhabi 
tan Is of Rome. 
“We found a good deal of pottery 
and one of the Jars contained the re­ 
mains of a funeral feast, pieces 
of 
bread and ribs of an animal, probably 
a lamb or a goat, scales of a fresh 
water fish and a kind of polenta or 
porridge made of corn. 
That settles 
several 
interesting 
questions

close to tin* foundations of the Temple 
of Antonins and Faustina, some 
12 
feet below the surface, 
and 
others 
near tin* heroine of Romulus. Some of 
tho bodies were inelosod 
in 
coffins 
chiseled out of logs of oak, others had 
been cremated, and the ashes 
hat! 
been deposited 
In 
cremation 
urns, 
showing two races and two religions, 
which opens ufi a new field of Inquiry 
concerning the race and the religion 
of the people who dwelt upon Palatine 
Hill previous to the eighth century, 
when it was occupied 
by 
Romulus 
That period is shrouded in darkness 
hut these new discoveries may throw 
some light upon 
the 
earlier inhahi 
tauts of Rome. 
“We found a good deal of pottery 
and one of the Jars contained the re­ 
mains of a funeral feast, pieces 
of 
bread and ribs of an animal, probably 
a lamb or a goat, scales of a fresh 
water fish and a kind of polenta or 
porridge made of corn. 
That settles 
several 
Interesting 
questions 
and 
shows that the prehistoric Inhabitants 
of Rome ate the flesh of animals and 
fish. raised corn and wheat, ground 
them to flour, made 
the 
flour 
into 
dough and baked It as we do. We also 
settled a debated point as to the ma­ 
terial of which the prehistoric vases 
were made, for experiments with the 
clay in which the tombs were 
em 
bedded have enabled us to reproduce 
these vases perfectly and 
to 
show 
that they were made of simple vol­ 
canic earth, polished with instruments 
of bone and lurked In a closed oven. 
One of tho cremation urns Is a nilnla 
ture reproduction of a thatched hut, 
not unlike those used today by 
the 
peasants on the Roman campagna."

Wheeling Veteran Telia of a Saline 
Deposit of Wonderful 
Richness. 


MOST WONDERFUL REGION 


Th* Secrets of Which Are Very Little 
Known to Americans—Traces 
of 
Prehistoric Peoples And Cities in 
th* Colorado River Country. 


Wheeling. December 28.—In a con­ 


versation between a reporter and Ma­ 
jor J. V. L. Rodgers 
yesterday 
the 
somewhat unusual subject of salt was 
introduced and the major fell into a 
reminiscent mood and said: 
"Talking about suit, I know n local­ 
ity where there is a veritable moon 
tain of salt, and it is 
salt—not 
the 
weak substitute of commence to which 
we are accustomed. This natural de 
posit is on the Colorado river, about 
300 miles above old Fort Yuma In fact 
it must be pretty well up to tho Utah 
line. 
It is found in the form of per 
fectly square blocks, about four by six 
inches in dimensions and so transpar 
ent that fine print can be read through 
a cake of it with ease.

number of these saline crystals In my 
possession, they having been obtained 
by my brother, who is the only m ar 
who ever took a steam boat up the Col 
orado through tin Black canyon.

discovered tile formation at a point 
where the rocky wa) *8 rosa sheer 3,000 
feet from the bed of the stream, and 
on his return trip he brought a large 
quantity of it back to civilization, aud 
some specimens lound their way into 
my hands. 
That trip was a notable* 
one. and has, I beliers, never been du 
plicated.

What became of the people or 
who they were is past all finding out.

tive reports have been made upon this 
anil similar ruins by agents o f . tin*

of these canals I particularly re m e m ­ 
ber led to a city, of course long agr*

W hat became of th e people or 
who they were is past all finding out, 
as far as I ain informed, but exhatis 
tive reports have been m ade upon this 
and sim ilar ruins by agents o f . th*

CHANGES IN TEACHERS 


COME FREQUENTLY 


Pleasant 
Heights 
School 
Troubles. 


Citizens Want a Man as 


Instructor. 
For perhaps the doze nth time during 


tho present winter a change in teach­ 
ers will be made at 
the 
Pleasant 
Heights school when sessions arc r**- 
Hiirncd after the holidays. 
Residents of that part of the city 
claim they have been badly treated 
by the board of education ever since 
a school was established there several 
y* ars ago. 
The building is probably a 
mile from any other school under the 
Jurisdiction of the local hoard, mak­ 
ing it undesirable for a ludy teacher. 
they say, for many reasons. 
One of 
the patrons of the school said yester­ 
day: 
“We have in the neighborhood of 
i*0 pupils of school ag** in our neigh­ 
borhood, und since our contributions 
to the school funds are as large pro­ 
portionately as those of men In other 
parts of the city, we believe we are 
entitled to as much consideration. To 
begin with, the 
Pleasant 
Heights 
school, on account of its isolated loca­ 
tion, ought to have a man teacher. No 
lady instructor could make a success 
of the school. 
During the present 
term there has been lilt I** lf any dis­ 
cipline among tho pupils. 
This lias 
not been because of any shortcomings 
on the part of the lady teachers, *dth- 
or. 
They simply could not control the 
larger scholars 
In one instance, un­ 
der th** regime of Miss Martha Thom­ 


a s, a pupil was reprimanded for vlo 
latlng a rule, and when th** teacher 
attempted to punish him he left tho 
room by means of an open window and 
refused to return. 
This was done re­ 
peatedly, and other breaches of disci­ 
pline are equally common. 
“ A man teacher was employed for a 
portion of one term. and more actual 
progress was made and a better feel­ 
ing prevailed than at any time before 
or since. 
I have not heard whut the 
school atli borities propose to do in 
the m atter of the present vacancy, but 
they will make a grievous mistake if 
they fall to engage a man for the 
work 
We had the promise of a male 
teacher at the beginning of lh*' pres­ 
ent term, and I believe nae wus cr 
gaged, hut 
was removed before In* 
even accomplished a thorough organ 
list ion, 
Within th** fl**st four weeks 
of the term the achoo! was presided 
over by at least that number of dif­ 
ferent te ichors, and anyone familiar 
with educational matters will admit 
nothing can be accomplished under 
such conditions "

RUSSIAN ATTITUDE CHANCED 


From Aggressive Belligerence It Has 


Become More Courteous and Rea* 


sonable— Emperor Nicholas Credited 


W ith Restraining the War Party* 


Fokin, Dec. 28.—A more concilia* 
tory attitude has been recently dis­ 
played by Russia toward Japan. 
H er 
representatives 
preserve a friendly 
tone anil it is believed th at the de­ 
signs of tho Russian war party have 
been checked by the czar himself, whu 
has found means to exert his author­ 
ity just in limo to prevent the out* 
break of a conflict much desired by a 
certain powerful faction at St. Peters* 
burg. 
It is probable that M. W itte's 
timely restoration to favor has had 
something to do with the modification 
of Russia’s former belligerent attitude. 
The most recent manifestation of thia 
change is the sending of 15,000 troop* 
by Japan to Korea for “police pur­ 
poses" with Russia’s full approval. 
The Japanese war party is said to 
he growing in strength and Is bringing 
all its influence to bear upon th# gov­ 
ernment. 
The Chinese board of w ar has o** 
de red the viceroys to furnish full In­ 
formation as to the numbers of for­ 
eign troops available for active ser­ 
vice. 
The viceroys of three of the 
central provinces in response have 
reported that 90,000 such troops are 
in readiness. 
This unquestionably is 
a remarkable exaggeration, 
as 
tho 
great majority of the foreign trained 
troops exist only on paper. 
The dowager empress has issued an 
edict, at the request of Prince Ching, 
appointing several unknown and prob­ 
ably inexperienced officials as heads 
of army departments. 
One such has 
been appointed director of training, 
another has Open given comamnd of 
the department of instruction, while a 
third has been put. in charge of the 
department which has to do with the 
supply of ammunition. 
Influential of­ 
ficials continue in their determination 
to keep China neutral if possible In 
the ovent of war. 
London, Dec 28.—Japan is negotiat­ 
ing for the purchase of two Chilian 
warships, the armored cruiser Esmer­ 
alda and another, probably the battle­ 
ship Captain Prat, which are for sale. 
It Is now only a m atter of price. 
Ne­ 
gotiations with other South America^ 
governments for the purchase of war- 
ships are also in progress. 
Baron Hayashl, tho Japanese min­ 
ster to Great Britain, said relative 
ro these negotiations: 
“ We want more ships. 
Of course 
this is only a precautionary measure 
and it may be a lot of expense all for 
nothing.’*

CHANGES IN TEACHERS 
COME FREQUENTLY 


Pleasant 
Heights 
School 
Troubles. 
Citizens W ant a M an as 
Instructor. 
For perhaps tho dozenth time during 


tin* present winter a change in teach­ 


ers will he made at 
the 
Pleasant 


Heights school when sessions are re­ 
sumed after the holidays. 
Residents of that part of the < ity 
claim they have been badly treated 
by the board of education ever since 
a school was established there several 
years ago. 
The building is probably a 
mile from any other school under the 
jurisdiction of the local board, mak­ 
ing it undesirable for a lady teacher, 
they say. for many reasons. 
One of 
the patrons of the school said yester­ 
day : 
"We have in the neighborhood of 
50 pupils of school age in our neigh­ 
borhood, and since our contributions 
to the school funds are as large pro­ 
portionately as those of men in other 
parts of the city, we believe w e are 
entitled to as much consideration. To 
begin with, the 
Pleasant 
Heights 
school, on account of its isolated loca­ 
tion, ought to have a man teacher. No 
lady instructor could make a success 
of the school. 
During the present 
term there lias been little lf any dis­ 
cipline among tile pupils. 
This lias 
not been because of any shortcomings 
on the part, of the lady teachers, eith­ 
er. 
They simply could not control the 
larger scholars. 
In one instance, un­ 
der the regime of Miss Martha Thom­ 
as. a pupil was reprimanded for vio 
luting a rule, and when the teacher 
attempted to punish him he left the 
room by means of an open window and 
refused to return. 
This was done re­ 
peatedly. and other breaches of disci­ 
pline are equally common. 
“A man teacher was employed for a 
portion of one term, and more actual 
progress was made and a better feel­ 
ing prevailed than at any time before 
or since. 
I have not beard what the 
school authorities propose to do in 
the matter of tile present vacancy, hut 
they will make a grievous m istake if 
they fail to engage a man for the 
work. 
W e had the promise of a male 
teacher at the beginning of the pres­ 
ent term, and I believe one w as en­ 
gaged. lint was removed before he 
even accomplished a thorough organ 
i7ation. 
Within tho first four weeks 
of the term the school was presided 
over by at least that number of dif­ 
ferent teachers, and anyone familiar 
with educational matters will admit 
nothing can be accomplished un der1 
such conditions." 


Pekin, Dec. 28.— A rnoro concilia­ 
tory attitude has been recently dis­ 
played by Russia toward Japau. 
Her 
representatives 
preserve 
a 
friendly 
tone and it is believed that the de­ 
signs of th® Russian war party bavo 
been checked by tho czar himself, who 
has found means to exert his author­ 
ity just in time to prevent the out­ 
break of a conflict much desired by a 
certain powerful taction at St. Peters­ 
burg. 
It is probable that M. Witte's 
timely restoration to favor has had 
something to do with the modification 
of Russia's former belligerent attitude. 
The moat recent manifestation of this 
ehauge is the sending of 15,000 troops 
by Japan to Korea for "police pur­ 
poses" with R ussia’s full approval. 
The Japanese war party is said to 
be growing in strength and is bringing 
all its influence to bear upon the gov­ 
ernment. 
The Chinese board of war has o*- 
dered the viceroys to furnish full In­ 
formation as to the numbers of for­ 
eign troops available for active ser­ 
vice. 
The viceroys of three of the 
central 
provinces in response have 
reported I hat PO,OOO such troops are 
in readiness. 
This unquestionably is 
a remarkable 
exaggeration, 
as 
tho 
great, majority of the foreign trained 
troops exist only on paper. 
Tho dowager (impress has issued an 
edict, at the request of Prince Ching, 
appointing aeveral unknown and prob­ 
ably inexperienced officials as heads 
of army departments. 
One such has 
been appointed director of training, 
another has been given comamnd of 
the department of instruction, while a 
third has been put. in charge of the 
department which has to do with the 
supply of ammunition. 
Influential of­ 
ficials continue in their determination 
to keep China neutral if possible in 
the event of war. 
London. Dee. 28.— Japan is negotiat­ 
ing for the purchase of two Chilian 
warships, the armored cruiser I5smon­ 
eida and another, probably the battle­ 
ship Captain Prat, which art! for sale. 
It is now only a matter of price. 
Ne­ 
gotiations with other South America^ 
governments for the purchase of war­ 
ships are also In progress. 
Baron Hayashl, the Japanese min­ 
ister to Great Britain, said relative 
to these negotiations: 
"We want more sill pa. 
Of course 
this is only a precautionary measure 
and it may be a lot of expense all for 
nothing.”

Cleveland, Dec. 2 8 — Tw o large tugs 
are stuck In the ice a mile and a half 
from shore in Lake Erie and a third 
tug has started out to their relief, 
with little prospect of reaching the 
other two. 
The dilemma of the boats is the re­ 
sult of one trying to assist the other. 
Tile first went with provisions to the 
men at the water cribs several miles 
out In the lake. 
A high wind blew a 
large ice floe into the passageway of 
tho first tug and in trying to assist it 
the second tug was caught and hoist­ 
ed signals of distress. 
About a dozen 
men are aboard the two boats. 
There 
is a high wind and the thermometer is 
close to zero.

station, 
where the westbound train was ex­ 
pected to stop and receive 
orders 
Two minutes before the train rushed 
by McCords the light was burning, 
says tile operator there, but in that 
brief interval the blizzard that was 
raging extinguished it and train No. 
5 flashed by the station to crash into 
eastbound train No. 0 near East Paris. 
The trains, which were two of the 
finest on the system, were reduced to 
a promiscuous pile of broken and 
twisted timbers and metal, with killed 
and injured pinned down and crusLoi 
by the fragments of the heavy cars. 
Five cars and two locomotives were 
jammed into a space ordinarily occu­ 
pied by three coaches and the wreck­ 
age was strewn across the railroad 
right of way from fence to fence.
